The Straw Chopper: As farm lands 
of the North American continent 
deteriorate from long continued 
cropping, it becomes more import- 
ant to plow crop residue back into 
the soil. But turning under or 
disking in heavy residues has al- 
ways been a tough job. Many farm- 
ers took the easier way and burned 
their straw, losing humus and 
valuable plant fool. 

Several implement manufacturers 
and specialty manufacturing firms 
are offering for sale straw choppers 
which mount on the rear of the 
combine and shred or chop the 
straw before spreading it on the 
ground. Commenting on the loss 
of nitrogen content in soils, the 
N. Dakota experiment station said 
organic structure is necessary for 
good soil structure, soil tilth and 
rapid intake of water — especi- 
ally on heavy soils. 

High organic matter content 
helps prevent compaction and pud- 
dling, and makes heavy soil work- 
able and easy to cultivate. One 
farmer. commenting on the chop- 
per. says he liked the way it re- 
duced straw and weeds to small 
pieces and made an even blanket 
over the ground. 

The weeds germinate more read- 
ily and uniformily, which is a fac- 
tor in effective weed control. You 
may want to investigate the feasi- 
bility of installing a straw chopper 
on your combine before the busy 
harvest season gets into full swing.
